We noted yesterday that human 
nature is made up of a combina- 
tion of heriditary instincts and 
environmental influences, Environ- 
ment refers to the extcrnal things 
which influence our behavior and 
actions. It can be divided into two 
kinds, the physical and the social. 
The physical might be referred to 
as the climatic or geographical en- 
vironment and refers to “where” 
we live. The social, of course, re- 
fers to our associations with other 
individuals, 

As an example of the effects of 


that people who live in temperate 
or colder climates are usually more 
active than those who live near the 
equator. Our social environment 
is made up of our’ families, our 
caurches, the kind of government 
we live under, our friends. From 
it we get our beliefs, our morals, 
our customs, our traditions and our 
general outiook on life and our 
sense of values, 


WE HAVE NOTED that both 
heredity and environment deter- 
mine what we are and how we be- 
have. The psychologist sums it up 
by stating that heredity determines 
what we can be, while environ- 
ment determines what we become. 
In other words heredity is the raw 
material, environment the manu- 
facturing process which determines 
its final form 

It becomes evident at this stage 
that human nature is made up of 
the hereditary factors or instincts
